Landslide by No Means a 
“Victory,” Californian 
Tells Electors. 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., Jan. 4.—() 
William G. McAdoo declared today 
the Roosevelt landslide in November 
was not “a party victory” and voiced 
his opinion that the democratic party 
is on trial. 

Speaking before Californians dele- 
gated to vote today as members of the 
electoral college for Franklin D., 
Roosevelt for president, the former 
treasury secretary and democratic 
United States senator-elect interpret- 
ed the general election result as a 
“great progressive revolt.” 

He predicted destruction of the 
democratic party unless it relieves 
conditions which he attributed to a 
“diseased economic system” and “stu- 
pid, stand-pat, reactionary leadership 


jof the republican party.” 


“Our responsibility as a_ political 
organization is no less than our op- 
portunity, for the vote of November 
8 was in no sense a party vote. Nor 
was the victory a party victory,” Me- 
Adoo said. 

“Any intelligent analysis shows 
plainly that it was a great progressive 
revolt—an uprising of the people 
against the stupid, stand-pat, reac- 
tionary leadership of the republican 
party, that persisted in preferring the 
privileges of the few to the rights of 
the many.” 

Describing its functions as a for- 
mality, he said the electoral college 
should be abolished, and the president 
and vice president should be elected 
by popular vote. 

He attached more than ordinary 
significance, however, to this meet- 
ing of California electors. because, he 
said, “it was California's delegation 
that nominated Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. 

He said he never viewed the de- 
pression as “an act of God, like 
cloudbursts, tornadoes, or earth- 
uakes.” 

“Studied honestly,” he contended, 
‘it (the depression) is seen to be the 
result of a distorted and diseased eco- 
nomic system, long and stealthily de-

served. They are the answer of 
the railroads of Germany to the 
constantly increasing competition of 
the highways and the airways. 
The Constitution predicts that 
within 10 years the average pas-’ 
Senger train of today, with its huge 
and lumbering engines, burning 
great quantities of coal and oil and 
drawing long strings of heavy 
coaches, will have iargely disap- 
peared. 
Developments of new methods of 
travel by highway and by air will 
make it necessary for the railroads 
to consign their present heavy and 
bunglesome equipment to the trash 
heap, and install new equipment 
more in keeping with the modern 
demand for economical and rapid 
transportation, 
The _ Deisel- motored railroad 
coach is capable of traveling at a 
speed between 75 and 100 miles an 
hour, and it offers all the comforts 
of the present railroad: coach. It 
takes a full day to travel from At- 
lanta.to New York on the fastest 
train now running between the two 
cities, but one of the motor-driven 
coaches could make the trip over- 
night.

Agreement. 

No sooner had the British govern- 
ment abrogated the Russian trade 
agreement, at the request and urgings 
of Canada, than France stepped to the 
fore, concluded a non-agressive pact 
with Moscow, facilitated the conclu- 
sion of a similar pact between the 
soviets and Poland, and now is on the 
point of concluding a trade agree- 
ment herself. 

Just before the signing of these 
pacts Herr von Papen, the German 
chancellor, proposed a Franco-German 
miiitary alliance. But of, this M. Her- 
riot would not hear. Now had Tar- 
dieu been premier, things would have 
been different. Herriot, to the con- 
trary, bas made a speech in which 
he greeted “‘the people of the soviet 
union” and wished them peace and 
prosperity. The pact with France is 
considered Russia's reply to Britain 
for breaking the trade agreement. It 
is expected that a great part of the 
trade formerly done with Great Brit- 
ain will now pass to France. As a 
matter of fact, the Manchester Guar- 
dian reports the cancellation of con- 
tracts in Britain and their transfer 
to France.

The change in policy in 
France is of the greatest significance 
in that it produces an entirely new 
alignment in Europe.

WALTER SWEET, second lieu-

SURGICAL SCULPTURING. 

Many young women are made un- 
happy by fat legs or thick ankles. 
Where this is due to an actual ex- 
cess of fatty tissue, or lipomatosis, as 
doctors call it, it is possible to correct 
the blemish by surgical sculpturing. 
But it is essential to make certain 
that the thickness is not edema or 
dropsical swelling. To do this, the 
young woman rests in bed 48 hours 
with the legs elevated. If the swell- 
ing remains, bring on the sculptor.

If the latter are used, 
they are removed within three days 
and coaptation of the skin edges 
maintained by means of adhesive 
plaster, to prevent undesirable stitch 
marks. 

The important thing is to avoid un- 
due tension, for that interferes with 
the cirenlation and prevents good 
healing. For several days after oper- 
ation the leg is kept elevated to pre- 
vent swelling, which has the same 
effect on healing.

_ After reading this statement, Rob- 
inson observed “if I understand Ad- 
miral Byrd’s statement, he iow offers 
to surrender his pension of $4,200, 
provided theegovernment will do a 
grave injustice to thousands of dis- 
abled veterans by depriving them of 
their allowances and vested rights.” 

Robinson, a member of the joint 
committee, left its hearings today just 
before Chairman McDuffie, democrat. 
Alabama, put into the record Admiral 
Byrd's service history, which McDuf- 
fie said “speaks for itself,” adding 
“Admiral Byrd doesn't necd anp de- 
fense at the hands of any American.” 

“Those inclined to single out Ad- 
miral Byrd as a target,’ McDuffie 
said, “and declare that he should re- 
turn retirement money given him, do 
him a great and serious injustice.”

Meanwhile, it was understood the 
Chinese were getting ready for an- 
other battle in their positions south- 
west of Shanhaikwan, to which they 
retreated yesterday when the gateway 
city to north China and the province 
of Jehol was occupied by the Japa- 
nese after hard fighting. 

Although Marshal Chang's letter to 
General Nakamura was looked upon 
here as lessening the chances of con- 
fining the conflict to the Shanhaikwan 
area, a Japanese legation spokesman 
said his government was ready to n°- 
gotiate 2 compromise settlement if 
the Chinese were. 

“Chang was warned of the possi-

Tech Trainer and Boxing 
Instructor Gets 
New Job.

Mike Chambers, boxing coach and 
trainer at Georgia Tech, has been ap- 
pointed head track coach, according to 
announcement of Wednesday. 

Chambers is admirably fitted for 
the position, having been assistant 
track coach at Ohio State and at 
Iowa State in past years. He was a 
star athlete at Illinois, having becon 
a teammate of Red Grange and Jim 
MeMillen. 

Chambers was trainer of the United 
States Olympic track team in 1928 
and is an experienced handler of all 
types of athletes. Chambers succeeds 
Cd Hamm, Olympic broad-jumping 
champion, who resigned to enter busi- 
ness, 

Chambers is one of the most popu- 
lar men connected with the Georgia 
Tech coaching staff under the direc- 
tion of Coach W. A. Alexander, di- 
rector of athletics. He has served as 
boxing coach and trainer for the vari- 
ous athletic teams since 1929. His 
work with the football teams has been 
uniformly excellent, but he excelled 
himself last season by keeping a small 
squad in shape all year. 

Coach Chambers plans. to begin 
track work the latter part of this 
month. The delay is occasioned by the 
examination period which has begun 


at Tech. 
DUAL MEETS. 


“We will have a regular schedule of 
dual meets with our usual opponents,” 
he said. “Auburn, Georgia and other 
teams are already on the schedule.” 

Chambers has some new material 
to work with, and, while his prospects 
are not brilliant, they are enough to 
indicate that he will turn out a team 
which will offer real competition to 
any of its opponents. And with Cham- 
bers at the head of the team it will 
most assuredly be a team with real 
competitive spirit. 

Track and basketball will continue 
as usual at Georgia Tech, but an- 
nouncement was made Wednesday 
that minor sports, including boxing, 
lacrosse, swimming and tennis, have 
been curtailed. 

Football has been the chief support 
of these minor sports in the past, 
none of them being self-supporting. 
With the loss of revenue during the 
past two seasons and the necessity of 
constructing stadia and maintaining 
complete supervision and care of the 
athletic program, some curtailment 
has been necessary. 

It is but another illustration of 
how football carries other sports in 
the college world. 

Georgia Tech’s supervision of her 
athletes is the best that can be pro- 
vided.

It points out that college football, 
because of its tremendous investments 
in stadia, which must be paid for in 
futures years, establishes the sport 
as something more than a “passing 
whim.” Moreover, it says “since 
neither the curve of attendance nor 
the curve of receipts showed any tend- 
ency to flatten out previous to 1930, 
there is reason to assume that hard 
times, rather than declining interest, 
is responsible for the decreased size 
of football crowds.” 

Dr. Steiner writes that 49 colleges 
and universities replying to a sur- 
vey “reported that attendance more 
than doubled between 1921 and 1930, 
the increase being 119 per cent.” 

“Football receipts, as reported by 
65 institutions, grew from $2,696,345 
to $8,363,674, a gain of 210 per cent. 
Both attendance and_ receipts in- 
creased with considerable regularity 
during the frst nine years of this pe- 
riod, with a sharp falling off in 1930, 
the decline over the preceding year 
amounting to 6 per cent in the case 
of admissions and 9 per cent in re- 
ceipts. 

Since then Associated Press sur- 
veys have indicated a decline for 1931- 
32 of approximately 25 per cent in 
college football attendance, with a 
greater percentage of decrease in gate 
receipts. 

The report notes further: “The to- 
tal attendance at all football games 
in 1930, estimated from reports re- 
ceived from 109 institutions, was ap- 


ceipts, computed in a similar way 
from data furnished by 129 insfitu- 
tions. could not have been less than 
$21,500,000. 

AVERAGE RECEIN TS. a 

“The average gross’ receipts 
school in 1930 ranged from $5,565 for 
colleges of less than 500 students to 
$945.417 for universities of the larg- 
est size. Of the 129 institutions re- 
porting receipts for 1930, eight report- 
ed gross receipts in excess. of $500, 
each and 33 reported receipts of more 
than $100,000.

only by the creation of debt, and a 
man is wealthy when h¢ is a vast 
creditor. In othes words, the wealthy 
man. owns stocks, bonds, public and 
private obligations, and cnrrencys—

These .debts, the technvocrats ob- 
serve, must be paid by the process of 
increasing the quantity of gvods sold, 
by trade expansion, by in:reased pro- 
duction, and, in a vicious virele, by 
increasing machinery to step up fur- 
ther production.

So 
they reinvested them in furtker stocks 
and bonds.and cash, debts which must 
be paid. by further -production. 

Humanity, therefore, ‘snder — this 
theory is doing nothing but running 
around in circles; each time humanity 
runs around the circle gets bigger. 
The circle will soon get so big it will 
explode, and 20,000,000 .. Americans 
will out of work—if the theories 
hold, and if somebody doesn’t “do 
something about it.” 

When you ask technocrats, then, 
what they propose to do, they shrug 
their shoulders.

ANSWER: Bertrand Russell 
says “the convention that hus- 
hands and wives should spend 
their leisure hours together is a 
bad one. A certain amount of so- 
cial separateness of husbands and 
wives is necessary if they are not 
to become dull and incapable of 
finding anything to say to each 
other.” Mr, Russell evidently 
didn’t know the genus nagger for 
this reference is not applicable to 
her. She can without any tron- 
ble or inconvenience always find 
something to say to her husband 
and she generally ends with a 
question to be sure that he will 
have something to say to her in 
reply. 

The husband of a nagger must first 
of all adopt a philosophical attitude 
to the sound of his wifes voice.
